Meeting of Strikers. 


Three Lines t0 Ron at All Haz- 
ards To-Morrow.

Complete Preparations of the Po- 
lice for the Emergency---

Police Boardin Session--Trouble 
Anticipated---The Sit- 
uation. 


The strike continued to be the great topie 
of conversation to-day. The violence of yes- 
terday has put the police on the alert, and 
the most stringent means will be adopted to 
prevent its repetition. 

The Police Board and the street car officials 
held a caucus’ yesterday which lasted several 
hours. 
cars on the Olive and Market Street Lines 
yesterday was talked over, and the genera’ 
opinion was that it was an 
ill-advised move. The police 
claim that they had but one hour’s notice of 


the start and that this did not give them suf- 
ficient time to properly arrange the different 
relays along the dangerous places on the 


route. The railroad men promised notte 
attempt a = Sstart this inorning, and 
agreed to awatt further ade 
vice from the Board. Tne 


Commissioners wish a halt until the special 
police are ready and until due preparation 
could be made. Itis thought that a general 
attempt will be made to-morrow morning + | 
cetout cars onall the lines, and taat thi 
police will do everything in their power to 
help out the railroad officials. The 
specials were all ordered to report at the 
Four Courts this morning and were takeu 
down into the assembly room, where they 
were drawn up in line and talked ta by Vice 
President Cupples and others. Thev wer 
ordered to be in readiness to answer any call, | 
and the disposition of them will be governed 
by the action of the Board. / 

The board met as 11 o’elock this fgorning¢ 
all the members save Mr. Maxon in ®tend-¥ 
It was stated thatthe railroad presi- 
dents would also be present, but none of 
them were on hand until very late. 
The programme, «agreed upon, which 
is given elsewhere contemplates 
the running of at least tbree lines of cars at the 
regular starting time to-morrow.  Presi- 
dent Scullin, of the Union Depot Line, met 
bis men this morning, but came to 
no understanding with thom. He simply 
told them that the company was making littie 
money and that he could not afford extrava, 
vant terms. He would have nothing todo 
with the Union m any shape. He intended 
to get up anew time table wiren the barns, 
now in course of erection were finished, but * 
until that time no change in the running 
hours could be effected. He was willing to 
Bay drivers $1.75, and conductors $2.00 per 

ay, and he asked the mento go to work at 
these terms. A general refusal was the result. 
Mr. Scullin saysthat he had no intention 
of yielding to the demands of the strikers. 

After the specials had been duly examined 
this morning they were sworn in and stars 
were issued to most of the men,and they will be 
filed out with the other necessary tools t0-day. 
They wil] be used around the stables and In 
other places guarding the property of the 
companies. Afterthe session of the Polica 
Board, at which the police captains of the } 
various districts were also present, several of 
the railroad officials, including Messrs. Wells, 
Maxon, Seullin and others came to the Fone |. 
Courts and sat with closed doors nearly all 
the afternoon. The attemptis being made to 
keep the programme for to-morrow a secret. 
The strikers were verv quiet to-day, 
and made no demonstration. The 
news of the extra preparations being made by 
the police and ofthe arrival of the Gatling 
gun and other implements of uar from the 
Rock #Island Arsenal was {soon received by 
them and caused no little excitement. The 
men, however, all say that they have 
never mace any trouble and that they will: 
take no part in to-morrow’s proceedings. 
Most of the day was spent in making prepar- 
ations for to-night’s mass meeting,: and this 
yathering is expected to be very large and. 
very excitable, and a large detail of police will 
be on hand to meet all emergencies. 

THE MEETING AT TURNER HALL. 

Frank Dolan, of the Fifth Street Line, was |

ously attended than on any day since the, 
strike began. He said that he had heard there.

Hoping you will reconsider your previous 
proposition and make a proposition in regard 
to conductors at the rate of $2 per day for

The course of the papers was denounced 
by every speaker, and Mr. Hogan assured a 
reporter that withln a very few days a daily 
labor organ would appear upon the streets 
Which could be depended upon to fight the 
cause of all strikes through to the end. 

P. J. McGuire, the well-known agitator, 


} made a long speech at the conelusion of the 


Executive Committee’s work, in which he 
detailed the experiences of a committee 
which visited the different stables of the com- 
panies. Nothing was effected by the trip and 
everything = is in stutu quo. He 
learned that five or six of the lines were 
going to push cars out to-morrow, and re- 
peated his council to the strikers to have 
nothing to do with the mobs which might pos- 
sibly gather, but totry and dissuade everv- 
body from interfering with the cars. He 
called attention to the mass-meeting to be 
held to-night at the Court House and hoped 
that everything possible would be done to 
gather as largeja crowd as possible. 

AN AGITATOR AGITATED. 

The Globe-Democrat makes use editorially 
of the following strong language this morning 
respecting the Trades’ Union and its relation 
to the street car men’s strike: 

‘*The so-called Trades Union has entered 
into a dispute with which it can legally have 
no concern, and now the question is, not how 
many hours the men shall work, or how much 
Wages they shall yeceive, but whether the 
companies are willing to be governed by rules 
laid down by an utterly irresponsible organi- 
zation of utterly irresponsible men,controlled 
by journey mcn jaw-movers in the pretended 
name of iubor. To this demand honorable 
men can make but one reply, and that is in 
the negative. Except for the purpose of 
waking trouble and disturbance, the car 
men can huve no connection with any Trades’ 
Union.” 

The Globe-Democrat’s foree of compositors 
belong to the Typographical Union, members 


of which are prominent inthe Trades’ Union, 
and have figured in the front as agitators of 
the street car strike. After the above was in 
type last night information Of what was to 
be published was sent outside of the office, 
presumably by some of the printers. 
rate Mr. John J. Hogan, a Union printer, 
and one of the Trades’ Assem ly agitators, 
whohas beenprominentinthe meetings of 
the strect-car men, offering resolutions and 
encoursging them by his continual presence, 
visited the Globe-Demecrat editorial rooms 
between land2o’elock this morning. He 


first called for Mr. McCullagh and then for 
Mr. Mitchell, the city editor. Both had 
left for their homes. After making 


inquiries as towhere he could find Mr. Me- 
Cullagh. Hogan wentin searchof him. The 
hunt proved successiul, and accosting §@the 
editor on Fifth street, near Chestnut, Hogan 
told what be had beard about the position the 
paper was totake this morning, and asked 
to havethe obnoxious editorial withdrawn. 
Mr. McCullagh declined to be dictated to. 
The argument on Hogan’s psert became 
very warm, Tle indulged in 
some threats one if which Was 
that of the Globle-Democrat assumed the 
mye indicted in the above extracat the 
‘pion printers employed on the paper would 
strike. Another threat was a course of boy- 
cotting. Finally Hogan departed, after telling 
Mr. McCullagh the city would be flooded with 
circulars to-day, denouncing the Globe-Dem- 
ocrat, and pledging his word that they 
shuuld be on the street by 8 o’clock this 
morning.

70-MORROW’S PROGRAMME. 

Police officials and representatives of the 
Street Car Companies were in conference 
several hours to-day perfecting the dctuails of 
a@ programme which they think will break the 
backbone of the strike to-morrow. Tie 
plan is an elaborate one, and there is a thor- 
ough understanding as to how it shall be 
carried out. It contemplates the operation 
of three lines ofcars and the co-operation of 
the entire police force. The Metropolitans 
are not to appear upon the streets in boailies, 
but reserve squads are to be stationed at 
different points on each route to be operated. 
The routes will be closely patrolled and on 
the gathering ofany considerable crowd at 
any point word is to be sent at once to the 
nearest reserve squad and the crowd is to be 
dispersed without any parlying. It is the 
idea to use the club freely in breaking up 
the gatherings of people, but other weapons 
will not be resorted to unless mobs offer. re- 
sistance tothe police. In that case there will 
be bayonet, powder and ball used. The police 
are to be prepared for every emergency, but 
not to resort to bloodshed unless it becomes 
absolutely necessary. , 

Three lines have been picked out on which 
to start the carsin the morning. Tnaese are 
the Union Depot, the Olive street and Wash- 
ington Avenue. The police officials express 
themselves confident that their arrangement 
of forces will enable them to keep these routes 
free from crowds and interference. Itis the 
‘theory that if these lines can be kept in oper- 
ation a day or two the wavy will be made easy 
for the restto resume. ‘The intention is to 
start the cars on the three lines mentioned at 
the regular hours to-morrow morning, and to 
operate as neur the complement as the com- 
panies can obtain men for. It is not expected 
that to-morrow will pass without somebody 

etting burt. Indeed, the police autborities 
Reve mace up their minds that the time has 
come for something decisive. They express 
themselves confident of being able to carry 
out their plans and to cope with any crowd 
that may collect. It will be observed that the 
routes selected are through sections of the 
city where the working classes are not 
numerously represented. Furthermore the 


three lines run. double tracks on a singl 
street. They give the shortest distances to 
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be patroled, and save with the Union Depot, 
there are few corners to be turned. 


The Brewers. 
Rumors were prevalent on ’Chanze this 


mornings that the brewers were 
about to strike. A POST- 
DISPATCH reporter made __ inquiries 
in all the _ reliable quarters and 
was informed in each instance 
that no trouble of that char- 


acter Was anticipated. Mr. Lemp was found 
at his oflice on Second street, and he smiled 
at the idea, saying: ‘I can not see what 
the brewers would require to strike for. 
They are all well paid for their labor. 
They get about $65 a month and their beer, 
which is no trifling item. The teamsters 
are paid £65 a month. The 
hours are not long taken, on and off; it does 
not exceed twelve boursa day average. Of 
course in summer they have to be up 
early, and the beer must be delivered carly, 
but they can rest later in the day. Some 
breweries may not provide their own teams. 
andin that case a teamster receives $5 a day. 
The brewers have an association of their 
own for benevolent purposes, but no connec- 
tion with the ‘Trades’ Union I 
do not believe that any disaffection exists 
among any of the brewers. It is only talk.” 


Guns and Ammunition. 

A very suggestive consignment in view of 
‘the strike troubles was that which arrived 
here to-day. No unnecessary show was 
made of the shipment, and as soon as it 
reached here the property was conveyed 
away from the wharfboat. The consignee is 
Col. Geo. J. Chapman, commanding the First 
Regiment. He was on the levee at an early 


hour with a heavy truck, superintending the 
disposition of the heavy packages. Partially 
erused marks showed that the boxes had 
come from the Government . arsenal 
at Rock Island, and the weight bespoke 
the contents. The packages weighed froma 
quarter to balfa ton. The steamer’s mani- 
fest failed to throw much light on the matter, 
but a PosT-DISPATCH reporter learned that 
the list of articles included everything neces- 
sary to place the National guard Battery on 
A warfooting. A Gatlin gun, with carriage, 
harness, and everything complete, even to 
the whiffletrees, was among the property Col. 


Chapman __ireceipted = ffor. Equipments 
to supply the place of some 
destroyed by the burning of the 


Rink were also sent, so that the battery will 
be abletoturn out the full complement of 
guns. Asupply of fresh ammunition was 
ulso forwaraed. 

The Gatlin gun will be taken in hand at 
once by aspecial squad of men to be drilled 
in the use of it. Itis hardly necessary to say 
that this weapon is looked uponas of the 
me effective character for dealing with 
mops, 


Mexican Railways. 

GALVESTON, April 27.—The steamer Ar- 
ansas, arrived] from Corpus Christi, brings 
General Palmer and other members of the 
Mexicar National Co. from Northern Mexico. 
The captain of the Aransas reports twelye 
vessels between Corpus wharf and Galveston 
loaded witb railroad materials for this com- 


pany. Genera] Palmer says he now sees no 
reason why the company should not have its 
track completed to Laredo in June, to Mon- 
terey, 356 miles from Corpus Christi in De- 
cember, and to San Luis Potosi by the close 
of next year, meeting the line being built by 
the same company from the City of Mexico 
northward. There is a very heavy force on, 
the latter section and the heaviest work, in- 
cluding two difficult tunnels, wil be complet- 
ed and the road opened to Toluca early in 
July. He says extsting business awaiting 
the Toluca division is heavy, and he believes 
from the day the line is opened the traffic per 
mile will exceed that of the Denver and Rio 
Grand Railway, of which he is also President. 


The Missouri Pacificin Texas. 

GALVESTON, April 27.—A Dallas special 
says Chief Engineer Marvin, of the Missouri 
Pacific, said in an interview that it was an es- 
tablished fact that the Missouri Pacific 
will be built to the Galveston line, 
now being located from Virginia Point to 
Randon, on the Galveston, Harrisburg and 
San Antonio road. The survey from Waco 
to the International and Great Northern road 


is completed. From the International lines 
will be run to the mouth of the Brazos and 
Aransas Pass, the latter survey to be made in 
six weeks. If the road goes to Aransas Pass 
it will connect the Palmer and Sullivan sys- 
tem at Corpus Christi via the main land around 
Aransas, Neucas and Corpus Christi Bavs. 
Track-laying on the Missouri Pacific from Ft. 
Worth begins on Monday.

- UNEARTALY ART. 


A Mysterious Novelty in Pictures 
Painted on Slates aud Cards. 
From the New York Tribune. 


The latest phase of “spiritual phenomena” 
in this city, und one which makes some stir 
among the believers, is the production of 
crayon and Water-color pictures on slates or 
on cards inclosed between slates. One day not 
loug ago a reporter, while chatting Witha 
physician in his office up town, was showna 
‘ slate with crayon drawing of St. Peter upon 
it—the name being written under the picture 
in old English text, anda Bible quotation 
above it. The doctor asserted that this had 
been produced while he held the slate on top 
_ of his head with no other person within ten 
fect of him. He also exhibited a well-executed 
water color sketch of a Jewish face, with re- 
markably fine eyes, painted onone of Schaus’ 
cards. This, he said, was made in ten 
minutes, when the card was shutin between 
a double slate and the slate lying in a chair at 
a distance of s#x feet from the nearest person 

resent. The picture he called St. John the 

aptist. The paint was not yet quite dry up- 
on it. Eager to see this marvelous process of 
picture-making, the reporter got the address 
of the medium, on the promise that it should 
not be printed. 2s her husband was strongly 
opposed to ber practiving her m) serious art. 
A sitting was arrangei after considerable 

ressure had been brought to bear upon the 

usband No one was presentin the room 
where the sitting took piace but the lady and 
the reporter, but the Lusb:nd and two ac- 
quaintances of the family werein the next 
room Waiting the result of the performance. 

The medium produced a common hinged 
double slate. Outhe table was a number of 
small, thick cards, such as are used for small 
water-color sketches. Oneof these was se- 
lected and put inside the slate, and the slate 
held by the reportcr, but there was no re- 
sult. hen the ecard was removed and the 
slate Wis held sucecssfully by the medium,by 
the re) orter and by both: but still there 
Was nv icsult. Tbe medium wentiuto the 
next room to speak to the child, and the re- 
porter tock advantage of her absence to write 
his initials in pencil on the frame of the slate, 
suspect'ng an attempt to change it for one 
prepared in advance. The slate was 
rubied and magnetized by the medium, but 
tono purpose. Tbe supernatural artist re- 
fused to work. Conversution Was 
kept up coutinually, the medium 
relating a varicty of astonishing 
experiences caleuiated to stimulate the cre- 
dulity of a superstitious person, which on!y 
served however to increase the skepticism of 
the reporter. An hour was spentin this way 
when there came a knock at the door. The 
mediuin said she did not want torise and 
break the condition, and askel the reporter 
to cointo the frontroom and tell the little 
cirl to admit the visiter by the door leading to 
that apartment. Now, ne thought, is the 
time fer changing the siates, but on returning 
he failed to discover thatany change had 
been made. The marks on theslate where 
stillthere. The sitting lasted halfan hour 
longer Without result, and the reporter get- 
ting tired of the monotony ofthe thing, put 
on his over-coat and was about taking his 
leave, When the lady s:#1: ‘“‘Let’s try a little 
longer.’’ She then opened the slates and 
began to rub. them vigorously with 
her hands, afterward using a moist handker- 
chief to continue the process. In the course 
of this operation the reporter’s initials dis- 
appeared from the fiame. She closed the 
slate, Which her visitor had never once re- 
moved his eyes from. and rising, held them 
on his head, he also holding on to then with 
one hand. After a few minutes she took her 
seat again, drew her chair forward and held 
one eud of the closed slate in her left hand, 
the reporter keeping hold of the other with 
his right. lLlimmediately a clicking sound 
was heard on the slate, somewhat like the 
noise made by atelegraph instrument. This 
continued for about five minutes. Then 
there were three sharp raps, and the medium 
said the work was finishe@. The reporter 
opened the slute, and upon the lower one was 
a neat little portrait donein water colors. It 
was the face of a prominent journalist, now 
dead, whom the reporter had known nell. 
The dimensions of the portrait are threc 
inches by two. The eyes are remarkably life- 
like, and bear well the test of a magnifying 

o io ] 
glass in daylight. 

The performance cost the spectator noth- 
ing, it is fair toadd, and he is in possession 
of a neat picture which wiil make a nice man- 
tel ornament, and which, if it had no ghostly 
origin, must have cost somebody a good deal 
of time to paint for no other purpose than to 
practice the common sleight-of hand trick of 
changing two objects before the eyes of an 
observer Without being detected. 

A week later the experiment described 
above was repeated. There were present the 
medium, her husband, a lady friend, the 
physician who had called the reporter’s at- 
tention to the performance, and the reporter. 
A small single slate was first used. t was 
bound with red cloth and was of the sort used 
in offices, the cloth preventing the scratching 
of desks. This sldte, after a good deal of 
rubbing by the medium for the purpose of 
magnetizing it, Was given first to the doctor, 
Who beld it on his head with no result. The 
mediuni said she saw standing in a corner of 
the room « man who seemed to belong to 
some former century very long 
ago, and thot there were flimes 
around his feet which presently mounted up 
to bis breast. Noone else saw any appari- 
tion. The slate was then given to the report- 
er, Who held iton his head with one hand, 
the medium retreating to a corner of the 
parlor and pointing an outstretched hand at 
it. She appeared to be in a state of high ner- 
vous excitement, exclaiming: ‘*In the name 
of God now let it be done!” “T see hands 
upon the siate!’’ ‘*Doctor, is there anybody 
behind him:” “Now they are working! 
**Ah, that is beautiful!’ As for the reporter 
his state of mind was that of a half trance. 
He saw the personsin the room distinctly, 
but his brain had a queer, swaying, floating 
feeling and the slate seemed to weigh at least 
tn pounds. ‘Take it down slowly,” said the 
medium, at the expiration of perhans five 
minutes, “it is finished.’’ The reporter low- 
ered the slate. Onits upper surface was a 
picture ofa man with along beard, wearinz 
amonk’s cowl and having a cross on his 
bresst—very well drawn. Above and below 
were these words, the letters curiously 
drawn in triple lines with chalk cravoy:

A FOREST TRAGEDY. 


An Emigrant’s Experience in the Moun- 
tains of Arkansas. 
Léttle Rock Speciai to Chicago Times. 

For a fortnight past extensive fires have 
been reging in the forests on the mountains 
i Central and Northern Arkansas, destroying 
large areas of valuable timber, and in at least 
one instance involving a fearful sacrifice of 
buman lives. From am emigrant who es- 
caped the horrible fate which overtook nearly 
all of his fumily the Times correspondent 
learned the following thrilling yet melan- 
choly particulars relative to the tragedy: 
Early in February last Isaac N. Dement left 
Wetzel county, West Virginia, for Louisiana 
via Arkansas. He was accompanied by his 
family, consisting of a wife and four ciil- 
dren. They traveled in two wagons, a boy 
aged 12 taking charge of one end, and De- 
ment himself of the other. Nothing note- 
worthy oveurred on the journey ti.l the party 
reached this State, when they encamped on 
the mountains in Stone county, intending to 
rest several days, as they were all worn out 
with fatigue. The site chosen for acamp Wasa 
high altitude overlooking the surrounding 
country, and very difficuit of ascent. Owing 
to the scarcity of Water itwes thought advis- 
able to keep one of the teams and wagons at 
a spot some two or three hundred yards 
below,near a spring, While the other was 
takentothe camp above. The second day 
after going into camp Dement noticed that the 
sir Was heavy With sinoke, and that sheets of 
flames occasionally burst out from the dense 
woods half a mileor so south of them, and 
expressed some concern. [His wife, however, 
did not agree with him, belieying tdiat under- 
bush had caught fire through the carelessness 
of hunters andthatthe flames would burn 
out shortly. Onthe evening of the third day 
Dement,taking one of the teams ahd children, 
boys aged respectively ll and 15, went to the 
base of the mountains for the purpose of fish- 
ing, leaving his wifeand two children in 
charge ofthe camp. He did not begin ascending 
the mountains until near sundown, and be- 
fore be Was bulf Way up darkuess bad shut 
downuponthe earth. The first intimation 
of danger he bad was caused by the remark 
Oo one ofthe boys, who said, ‘*O papa, the 
woods are blazing.” When looking abead he 
observed that the fire had reached a point 
directly beneath the camp, and was ciimbing 
the mountain side with terrific speed. The 
roar of the advancing flames could be dis- 
tinctly heard. The crackling of the burning 
pine and the crash of falling timber rang out 
on the summer air like the voice of doom. 
Turning the wagon he dispatched the boys 
with it toward the base of the mountain and 
hastened forwartl on foot, hoping to save his 
wife and two children who were still further 
above, perbaps at that moment unconscious 
of danger. When Within a short 
distance of the camp he shouted wildly, 
and succeeded in arousing the woman and 
children, who appeared to be stupitfied with 
terror and incapable of making an effort to 
escape, But it was too late. A circle of flames 
had crept around the mountain peak, shut- 
ting off ingress or egress, and girdling itas 
with acrown. One instant the tire shot up- 
ward in long, narrow tongues of flames; the 
next swept across the narrow area, destroy- 
ing the wife and her two children,two horses, 
a Wagon, and everything that lay in its path. 
Dement was forced to beat a hasty retreat,and 
reacLed the foot of the mountain again, onlv 
aiter plunging through a line of fire which 
was making its Way across the mountains. 
He was badly singed. He says Itwasater- 
rible experience, and that the memory of the 
moment when the flames enveloped his wife 
and children will haunt him forever. He left 
this city to-day with his two remaining boys, 
continuing his journey overiand to Louisiana. 


The Enterprising Journalist.

Albert Wolff, of the Figaro, the hero of 
mony ingenius journalistic adventures, is re- 
ported to have added to his renown as an 
irrepressible purveyor of *‘primeurs’’ for his 
journal by an exploit peculiarly sympathetic 
tothe Parisian public.

Lit- 
tle did the officials suspect that the man in 
the blouse, lonting about with his hands in 
his pockets, was one of the ablest critics and 
most brilliant writersin Paris’ Their sur- 
prise and mortification may be imagined 
when the Figaro came out, on the morning of 
the opening day, with three columns of 
viwpbec description of allthe leading works 
inthe salon. lt is stated that M. Wolff's 
clever feat Was rewarded by the proprietors 
of our vivacious cotemporary With a ‘‘grati- 
fication” of 5,000f. 


The Fate in Store for Hot Springs, Ark. 
From the Rochester Democrat and Chronicle. 
The island of Ischia, which was so terriblv 
shaken by an earthquake on the 4th of March, 
has a volcanic history.

THE MOUND BUILDERS. 


An Interesting Discovery of Four Hu- 
mun Skeletons in Indiaua. 
From the Warsaw Republican. 
On Tuesday and. Wednesday of last week 
Mr. O. P. Jacques had anumber of hands em- 


ee in removing dirt from a strip of ground 


clopging to him, lying between the C., W. 
and M. Railroad and the Goshen wagon road, 
in the northern part of the city. hile so 
engaged on Tuesday they found four human 
skeletons that had evidently been buried in a 
trench, their bodies in a recumbent attitude, 
und afte: they had been covered with about a 
foot of dirt, another body had been buried 
ou top of them in asitting posture. A short 
time after, auotber trench was uncovered in 


wWi.ich thirtecn bodies had been interred, they 


having evidently been laid in regularly. 
They were of all ages und of both 
sexes. On Wednesday two more bodies Were 
found, lying near each other, one of them 
having a piece of mica (or isinglass) over his 
face, A piece about six inches long and four 
inches wide was secured ihtact, and is now in 
Dr. Moro’s possession. A flint arrow-head 
and a stone about three inches long and one 
and a half inches wide, and nearly haif an 
inch thick, with a hole bored through the cen- 
ter, were also found with the same skeleton. 
There are evidences of fire in the trenches, 
and two smal pieces of what has evidently 
been a buman skull burned to a substance 
resembling charcoul have been found. It 
seems that cremation was angen long ago. 
Who were these people? The arrow-head and 
peculiar shaped stone were common among 
the Indians, and are frequently 
found in Indian graves; but the heads of 
these skeletons are remarkable from the con- 
trast between them and those of the Indians 
or whites, or indeed of any known race. A 
skull of an old man shows some little evi- 
dence of intellectual powers, the forehead 
rising nearly one-half inch above the eye- 
brows, but is very narrow transversely. The 
back partof the head and the width between 
the earsisimmense. He must have been a 
terribie brute. The skull of a young woman 
shows absolutely no forehead at all. When 
alive astraight stick laid flat on her head would 
have touched her eyebrows and the crown of 
ber head. The skull of the man that had the 
Sheet of mica over his face is about balf way, 
as far as intelligence is concerned, between 
the two. A peculiar thing about the piece of 
mica is that it appears to have been set 
in an iron frame, as the entire circumference 
& covered With a thick coat of iron-rust. Pro- 
feysor Moro made an analysis of the sub- 
stance, in order to be certaiu in regard to it, 
and itis unmistakablyiron. Nowthe L[udisns 
used but little iron, andit hus never been 
thought, we believe, that the Mound-build- 
ers, the race these people belonged to without 
doubt, ever used it. It is, of course, im- 
possible to ascertain with certainty as to this 
mutter, as iron, inthe course of time, is en- 
tirely eaten up with rustand disappears as a 
substance, While copper, bronze and stone 
Withstand the attacks of time and the ravages 
of theelements. Another remarkable thing 
about the skulls of these skeletons 1s their 
wonderful thickness. The adult skulls are 
all of them atleast one-fourth of aninchin 
thickness,some of them more than that. They 
were evidently a hard-headed race. Owing 
to their great age, it bas been found impossi- 
ble, as vet, to get a complete leg or arm bone, 
so as to make an estimate as to the height or 
size of these people when living; buta thigh 
bone bas been got out that shows that the 
owner of it was at least six feet high; 
how much over that he was, it is impossible 
totell. . These people unquestionably be- 
longed to a race that existed here before the 
Indians. Whata strange story thev could 
tell couldthey come back to life. Whether 
their being buried where they were was the 
result of a bloody battle or «a fatal epidemic 
among them, it is, of course, Impossible to 
say. Thev were probably all buried at nearly 
the same time, and it Was probably caused by 
ove or the other. The place where they were 
buried was marked by tbree small mounds 
standing close together, and for vears the pro- 
ject bas been frequently discussed of digging 
into them andinvestigating their contents.

After reacbing England she rallied a little,but 
at the end of seven or eight weeks she grew 
worse, and has been slowly sinkimg ever 
sinee. Her courage and determination are 
supreme. When very feeble, and totally un- 
titto leave her room or even her bed, she 
would compel herself, by pure nervous force, 
to get dressed and goto the theater where 
her husband was playing, and be brought 
home more dead than alive. He has been the 
embodiment of tenderness and devotion, 
spending most ofthe day and much of the 
night after performing at the Princess’, be- 
side her sick bed, attending to her smallest 
wants. Naturally the strain upon him has 
been terrible. He looks as pale, thin and 
wan as if he himself had _ passed 
through a protracted illness. Deeply as 
he must feel his wife’s loss, it has been so 
long anticipated that anticipation will,ina 
measure; break the force of the blow. His 
friends in England are unanimous in the 
opinion that it will be better-for him to fulfill 
his May engagement atthe Lyceum than to 
brood over the sorrow with which he is now 
strugglipg. When his first wife—whose 
maiden name was Mary Devlin—died, her 
death nearly drove him distracted, and his 
intimates fear that his present wife’s death 
might have even a worst effect should his 
time remain unoccupied. In playing with 
Henrv Irving—a thing he has. looked forward 
to with great cagerness and pleasure—he 
will have the distraction, the partial absorp- 
tion that he imperatively requires. Edwin 
sooth wil), therefore, unless the latest ad- 
vices from him should be contradicted, ap- 
pearin conjunction with Irving during the 
coming month. Nothing will hinder except 
absolute physical and nervous prostration 
caused, possibly, by bis excessive devotion to 
bis poor dying wife.

There are some 
pretty dances and taking dance music, but 
altogether the music is rather disappointing. 
One scene of the opera, where the colonel, 
major and lieutenant enter in esthetic dress, 
one holding a sunflower, another a tulip, the 
third a lily, and drill in esthetic attitudes, as 
made popular by George Du Maurier, is su- 
premely funny. ‘Patience’? was received 
with much enthusiasm and many recalls by 
the audience, whose feet frequently pattered 
to the jingle of the music and its rhymes. 
Whether “Patience” will be a success in 
America it is impossible to predict, but it is 
certainly well worth seeing.

NEW YORK STREET LIGHTING, 


The Latest Plans of the Brush Electric 
Light Company, 
From the New York Tribune. 


‘A. A. Hayes, Jr., secretary of the Brus) 
Electric Illuminating Company, Saki to a re. 

orter: ‘The company has made two bid, 
for street lighting for the year beginning M, 
1, 1881. The larger bid includes Whitehaj 
street from the Bowery to Bowling Green, 
Broadway from Bowling Green to Forty. 
fifth street, Fourteenth and Twenty-thirg 
streets from Third to Eighth avenues,Thirty. 
fourth to Forty-second streets, from Third 
avenue to Broadway and Fifth and Eighth 
avenues from Fourteenth to Forty-firty 
streets and Madison and Union squares. [t 
is estimated that this will displace more 
than 1,700 gas jets, and our terms are 
$32,000. ‘The smaller bid is for lighting 
a section shaped like a figure of eight, 
This includes Broadway and Fifth avenue 
from Fourteenth to Thirty-fourth streets, 
Fourteenth street from Fourth avenue to 
Fifth avenue, Thirty-fourth street from 
Broadway to Fifth avenue and Madison and 
Union squares. Here it is estimated that 
about 555 gas jets will be displaced and our 
terms of $7,400. The smaller bid is at a much 
cheaper rate than the larger one, because we 
can light a much larger proportion of = pe 
by our elevated lights, such as are used at 
Akron, Ohio, and are to be used at Cleveland. 
The poles are to be placed in Union square 
at the junction of the lines of Broadway and 
Fifteenth or Sixteenth streets, and in Madi- 
son square at the junction of the lines of 
Broadway and Twenty-fourth street. In Ak- 
ron four lights, each of 4,000 candle power, on 
a pol@20s fect high, in all 16,000 candle power, 
light a square mile satisfactorily, 
We propose to put six lights, each 6,000 can- 
dle power, in all 36,000 candle power, in each 
of the squares. The, poles will a be 
from 125 to 175 feet high. They are hollow 
and a weight inside more than balances the 
triangular ‘carriage’ carrying the six lights. 
The wires go to the top of the pole and after 
the ‘carriage’ bas been hauled down and then 
sent up again, contact is secured by upper 
springs.” 

‘‘How about the cost?’? was asked. *‘It has 
been stated that you could not make a work- 
ing profit by putting your price at the cost of 
gas.’ 

“The company knows exactly what their 
light will cost,’? replied Mr. Hayes. ‘This 
licht has been used in the streets of Cleve- 
land more than 18 months, and we have hat 
four months’ experience here, besides accur- 
ate reports from all parts of the country. 
We can make a fair business profit on either 
of our bids, and shall on no aczount do busi- 
ness except on such terms. Nearly all our 
trustees are active business men, and we pro- 
pose to operate on a commercial basis. Of 
course we cannot expect to make as much 
from city lighting as from private customers. 
The gas companies in New York charged pri- 
vate customers last year $2 25 per 1,000 feet, 
while they supplied each street 
lamp with 12,000 feet for $15, or 
$1 25 per 1,000 feet. The price has been 
yaised to $17. The larger bid of the Brush 
Company is higher and the smaller lower than 
gas company rates. Those who pretend to 
say that our Jightang will cost more than we 
charge for it cannot have the least compre- 
hension of cur system, but must have taken 
the figures given by owners of expensive 
European lights. We run fifty-four large 
lights on one circuit and on one Wire, and can 
increase thenumber. For our larger bid we 
shouldjoperate lights above Fourteenth street, 
from ourenlarged Twenty-fifth street station, 
and those below from our station between 
Second and Third streets. We should use 
about 1£0 lamp posts and two high poles.” 


Travel on the Red River. 
Special Cor. New York Tribune. 


Icanimagine few things more restful to 
one tired and worn with the life of towns 
than a few weeks on one of these Red River 
or Mississippi boats; provided, that is, that 
the weary person does not require any ex- 
citing amusement or entertainment. The 
couutry looks wild and unfinished, and to an 
exacting tourist would be monotonous. 
There is, indeed, scarcely anything that can 
be called scenery. We do not often see a 
definite landscape with marked features or 
outlines. Every town and landing gives us a 
new glimpse into the life of the region 
through which we are passing, anid 
one can often learn much of ietdrest 
about a lace in the hour or 
two during which the boatis taking on and 
discharging freight. At night I was often 
awakened by the noise of running out the 
bridge, orby the voice ofthe negroes who 
were waiting or had to be summoned for the 
work of unloading and housing whatever was 
to be left at their place. Then, when the 
work begins, the negroes always set up 
song, or bat, or recitative of some kind, as 
accompaniment to their labor. Some of these 
are very curious. It almost seems as if the 
negroes could not work without some such 
vocal stimulus. I have heard them when 
handling iron bars in a foundry, when at 
work us *‘section-hands” on the railways, 
when loading wood, cottonsead and other 
articles on boats and cars.

‘*Ready pnow—Give us a light dar!—What 
do yo’ say now?—All togedder dar!’*—and so 
on. Some oftheirsongs or chants include 
queer, inarticulate shouts or cries and vocal 
explosions, sounds which I'am unale to 
represent by any combination of letters, but 
which, when’ softened by distance, are 
strangely impressive, and they somehow 
made me think of strains which I have heard 
from some of the great singers. Perhaps they 
belong to a kind of savage, unwritten opera.

We have not changed our mind. We still 
regard twelve hours a fair day’s work. We 
still believe in humanrights rather thanin 
monopolies. Butthe questionis, What are 
human rights? 

Is it any part of human rights to first de- 
mand certain pay for tweive hours?’ work, and 
when that demand is liberally and al- 
most literally granted, as it was by 
Mr. WELLS, to reject that offer and mob and 
stone the man who made it? 

Is itany part of human rights for the em- 
ployed to dictate the exact and detailed 
terms of employment to the emplovers—thlus 
to make every employe yractically his own 
emplover at his own pleasure? 

Is it any part of human rights to 
cause a serious disturbance of the public 
peace and of all private business at great 
hardships to thousands of poor workingmen 
Without the strongest and gravest reason? 

Isitany part of humanrights to pursue, 
with ignominy and obliquy, honest men who 
must work, and wantto work, even if they 
are called ‘ rats” and “‘scahs” by those who 
turn liberty into’ license, and who, 
by aspecies of mob despot'sm, check frecdom 
as well as labor? 

Is it part of human rights to surrender all 
freedom of individual thought, will and ac- 
tion to an utterly arbitrary, irresponsible 
body, whatever it be called—Executive Com- 
mittee, Union, Junta, Board, etc.? 

Is it part of human rights to adhere toa 
movement after all just cause for it has been 
removed by liberal offers, and after it has 
plainly degenerated into a general disturbance 
of the peace and an open defiance of all law 
and authority ? 

We believe tothe utmost inthe rights of 
men to fair play and fair pay. We, naturally, 
do not sympathize with monopolies. But this 
is no longer the issue. The question of tbe 
hour is to preserve order and suppress law- 
lessness. The paramount duty of everybody— 
be he striker or stockholder—is tgunite in re- 
establishing the defied authority of the city, 
ond repel the dangerous elements of ruffian- 
ism which, like scum, have cometo the 
surface. 

If the strikers wish to regain public sym- 
pathy. they should be among the fore- 
most to-morrow to see _ that people 
can perform their honest labor, and that 
street cars can be run in the city of St. Louis 
according to law,and without riotous distur- 
bances.

SPEAKING of the troubles of the street car 
people, the Globe-Democrat of this morning 
Says: 

The truth is that the object of the strike has 
been perverted. Originally an honest effort to 
secure a reduction of the hours of labor, it be- 
came yesterday an impudent demand fora 
control of the business of the different stréet 
railroads. The so-called Trades’ Union has 
entered into a dispute with which it can legal- 
ly Lave no concern, and now the question is, 
not how many hours the men shall work, or 
how much wages they shall receive, but 
whether the companies are willing to be gov- 
erned by rules laid down by an utterly irre- 
sponsible organization of utterly irresponsible 
men, controlled by journeymen jaw-movers in 
the pretended name of labor. To this demand 
honorable men can make but one reply, and 
that is in the negative. 

For asserting its independence of this very 
class of men the POST-DISPATCH has recently 
been the recipient of much misdirected at- 
tention. The journeymen jaw-movers, who 
are not permitted to take cHarge of-our busi- 
ness, have carried on for two months, to the 
best of their ability, a system of bull-dozing 
designed to be very cruel and savage.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To a looker-on the state of things existing in 
this city to-day is fullof menace. No matter 
what view may be taken of the merits of the 
demand of conductors and drivers now on a 
strike, the fact which arrests attention is the 
seeming determination to enforce that demand 
by allnecessary means. I have a perfect right to 
sympathize with this demand if I think proper. 
But I have no legal or moral right to assist in 
enforcing it by either threats or violence. [have 
a rig).t to walk rather than ridé in the cars of 
a company whose men work longer thanI be- 
lieve they ought, or of acompany which does 
not employ the men whom I prefer to have 
them employ. But what right have I to say to 
any company thatif it does not reduce the 
hours of its men it shall not run its cars? What 
right have Ito sav to any man who wants to 
work, is satisfied with the time and wages of- 
fered him, that he shall not work, because I 
do not see fit to accept the time and wages of- 
fered? If there be one right which a citizen of 
this country appreciates more than all others 
it is the right of freedom of individual action;

THE RIVER RAGING. 


Sensational Rumors About 4 
- Break at Madison, Ills. 


The Water Slowly Rising and the Danger 
Very Imminent. 


At 10 o’clock this morning the river stood 
at the city directrix 30 fect and 3 inches above 
bigh water mark. This is about 3 inches 
above the danger line, and «asthe river is still 
rising the apprehensions ofa flood are in- 
ereasing hourly. In the past twenty-four 
hours the river rose Ginches. If it continues 
at the same rate for four days more the most 
fearful resuits will follow. As already 
chronicled in the Post-D1sPATCH, the river 
wants but little more headway to break into 
the Great American Bottom up at Madison, 
sixteen miles above East St. Louis, and it is 
in almost equal danger of getting 
in at a nearer point. If a general flood oc- 
curs the destruction and loss will far exceed 


that of any previous flood. At the time of 
the last eousidarable freshet, in 1858, the East 
St. Louis of to-day was not in existence. In 
Lilinoistown andion Bloody Islaad only a few 
hundred people resided; the houses were 
generally worthless shanties. Where the 
Market House stands now: the watex was eight 
feet deep in 1844. Even three feet of water 
run into East St. Louis now would de a vast 
amount of damage. Most of the houses are of 
wood und low and riekety at that. It is the 
opinion of the best informed river men, how- 
ever, that the present rise will be at its height 
within twenty-four hours. As the river 
grows Wider it takes very much more water 
to raise it an inch, andevery breakin the Up- 
per Mississippi is a betterment of the pros- 
pects here, andthe lowest point of our im- 
proved levee front is about at Morgan street; 
there to-day the water is flowing over the 
railroad track. At Washington avenue the 
water misses the track by Some ten or 
twelvé feet, and it will take an additional rise 
of three feetto bringit tothe store doors. 
The riverisnew about an inch anda half 
above the June high water of 1876, and eleven 
feet and a balf below the high water of 
St4, The stock yards and lumber yards in 
the northern part of the city, where the levee 
has never been constructed, are quite sup- 
merged, as Was related in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH. ; 

Capt. Leyhe, of the Bald Eagle, who came 
in to-day, says that he took in freight at the 
Madison, Il]. Landing this morning. He says 
that the water is very high avout 
the landing just at present, but 
that there is no fear of immediate 
danger. The levee begins to show slight 
signs of weakness, but Capt. Leyhe says that 
there is no positive fear of its breaking just 
yet. The water is very high 
around Venice and the _ bottoms, 
but is not rising as rapidly 
as was expected. Tbe rumorof the break- 
ing of the Madison levee, which was circu- 
lated early this afternoon, was found to be 
faise, and Capt. Leyhe, who was given as 
authority for it, was as .much astonished as 
anybody. The farmersin the neighborhood 
of Madison are, however.in imminent danger 
and asmall rise may ruin them. Opposite 
Venice, onthis side cfthe river, the water 
is verv high. Bissell’s Peint and the neigi- 
borhood of the water works is especially very 
wet. In East Carondelet the water is rapidly 
coming over the bottoms, and much harm ts 
So 

he water has run over slightly at Ca- 
berette, Lils., four miles above Venice, and 
around the elevator, but no damage has been 
done. The Laura L. Davis, which arrived 
from Dubuque at 2:15 p. m., reports the sit- 
uation unchanged from that point down. 
No . damage of mueh consequence 
has been done and the river is fall- 
ing from Dubuque to this point. 
If this report be true the danger has past, 
for the water that is now causing trouble 
will have disappeared long before the ex- 
pected rise from Minnesota putsin an ap- 
pearance. 

IN THE WATER. 

The Missouri Car Works are bocated at 
20U8 DeKalb street, or near the foot of Anna 
street, in the southern part of the city. The 
blacksmith shop is the only one of the several 
buildings in danger from the high state of 
the river. The water seeps through the Iron 
Mountain Railway embankment into the hol- 
low where the shopis located. This morn- 
ing there was from fourto seven inches of 
water on the floor of the blacksmith shop, 
and the men were oblighed to stop work. 
They number about sixty. The stopping of 
the blacksmith shop will in a few days 
necessitate the stopping of the wood work 
shop, and finally of the machine shop and 
paintshop. If the flood continues a week 
over 400 men will be thrown out of work. All 
of the buildings except the biacksmith shop 
are above the reach of the water.

1o catch an accommodation train on the 
Ircn Mcuntain Line. Many of the laborers 
work in the vicinity of the **Wild Hunters’”’ 
and other places which render it almost im- 
possibleto arrive at their destination with- 
out payingexorbitant rates for wagons and 
such conveyances. Again, alarge number of 
men residing in St. Louis are employed in 
the Vulean and other large works, who are 
forced into walking by the suspension of 
street car traffic. Thelron Mountain  busi- 
mess has increased considerably since 
jJast Saturday, and from the present attitude 
of the strikers in this neighborhood their 
prospects for monopolizing ail the travel for 
afew more days are very favorable. Inthe 
meantime, at ledst 150 laborers are compelled 
to trudge five or six miles before the sun has 
risen, and after finishing a hard dav’s work 
accomplish the same disagreeable task.

THE SOUTH ST. LOUIS LINE. 


The Union Depotand Fifth Street Com- 
panies’ Persistent Opposition. 


The track of the South St. Louis Company’s 
street line is completed at the terminus on 
Sixth and Market streets, al] the terminal 
Arrangements, including turn-table, ete., be- 
ing now in readiness for the operation of the 
road. Itis scarcely necessary to add that the 


opening up of this new line of communication 
from the south to the center of the town is 


awaited With eager interest by the publig | 


whose convenience has been so entirely lg 
nored for years past by reason of a monopo 
created by the Legislature in 1860 Which gave 
the St. Louis Railroad Company or Fifth 
Street Line complete sway for a distance of 
three parallel blocks east of its 
own track on Seventh street. .An 
injunction was obtained by the St. Louis 
Company in Judge Thayer’s court last year, 
restraining the further construction or opera- 
tion of the South St. Louis Line, such order 
being based upon the legislative proceeding 
of 1860. During the recent session the South 
St. Louis Company got a bill passed through 
the Legislature, upon the strength of which 
the completion of the road was resumed with 
a view to running cars early in May. A 
bitter opposition to this new measure of com- 
petition at once set in on the one hani from 
the Union Depot Company or Gravois Road 
Line, and on the other from the oid enemy, 
the St. Louis or Fifth Street Line. The for- 
mer will] not consent to any arrangemeht for 
the use of its track along Decatur street,a dis- 
tance of five blocks, for the cars of the new line, 
and operation of that track must be obtained 
through the courts Sy the legal process of 
condemnation. The latter company takes the 
ground that the operation or completion of 
the new line to Sixth and Maerket streets 
would be an act of contempt, the recent act 
of the Legislature not having 
repealed the previous act of 
1860. The South St. Louis Company 
contends that the actof 1881 did repeal the 
act of 1860, crushing the parallel-block mono- 
poly out of exisience. ‘To this the St. Louis 
Company files an answer this morning in 
Court No. 5. setting forth that the provisions 
of the Constitution were not complied with 
in the passage of the recent bill, in- 
asmuch that the biil was amended 
in the Senate and returned tosjthe House 
where it was at once ordered to engrossment, 
instead of being printed inthe first instance 
for the information of members. Upon this 
constitutional quibble the Fifth Street Com- 
pany elects to stand in support of its motion 
forthe contempt of the injunction, and the 
South St. Louis Company will now have to be 
beard 6n that point. ‘The new track is eomplete 
with the exception of a few yards required 
for connection with the Decatur Street track 
of the Union Depot Company. The ears are 
in readiness. and the horses stabled, await- 
ing the actionof the court upon the two 
questions now before it. the use of 
the Decatur Street track, and 
contempt matter. It seems 

the bill recently passed was printed 
aiteramendment in the Senate at the expense 
of Vice-President Mott of the South St. Louis 
Company, but that did not comply with the 
constitutional provision in that regard. Amid 
all the strife and triangular litigation the pub- 
lic sits back putientiy wondering whether the 
new line will ever be opened up.
